RESIDENT HOOVER, in his radio greeting to the Interna­ 


tional Association of Chiefs of Police now in session, deliv­ 
ered himself of a sentiment which will have the unanimous a p ­ 
proval of good citizens in every section of the United States. 


After calling attention to the tendency to criticism of the 


police, he declared that for the most part the officers of the 
law are brave men who deserve applause instead of condem na­ 
tion. 
Then he added these words: 
“ T h e sentimentalism which 
makes popular heroes out of criminals needs replacement by a 
sentimentalism that makes a popular hero of the policeman for 
* the courage and devotion he shows in protection of our citizens. 
' Instead of the glorification of cowardly gangsters we need the 
glorification of policemen who do their duty and give their lives 


in public protection.” 


These words are words of truth and wisdom. Coming from 
such a high source, they should make a deep impression upon 
the people. 
The fact that a comparatively small number of 
policemen have been weak and dishonest should not be a reason 
for tl oughffessly condemning the entire force. 
These men take 
their lives in their hands every time they go on duty, and they 
deserve and should have the support of all good citizens. 
O n the other hand, the crocks and the gunmen, who are 
cowards at heart, deserve only contem pt and the full punish­ 
m ent of the law. 
Unthinking denunciation of the police encour­ 
ages criminals because they feel that it helps them to defeat the 
law. 
Every time a popular hero is made out of thief or a mur­ 
derer it increases the disadvantage under which the police con­ 
stantly labor. 
Motion pictures have much to account for in this 
respect. 
President Hoover has done well to call this fact to the at­ 
tention of the American people. 
It is to be hoped that his clear- 
Clit words will play a part in wiping out the disrepute which un­ 
punished crime has brought about in m any of our large cities.

It was somewhat surprising that men could be induced to under­ 
take the hazardous venture at all, which certain authorities condemned 
as foolhardy before the start, suggests the Dayton News. 
Chief Engi- 
ness Ralph D. Shaw, who has worked with submersibles over 20 years, 
describes the eastward voyage across the Atlantic as the most trying 
ordeal in his experience. 
The air was bad in the reconditioned navy 
craft, the tolling motion made most of the men ill, and to cap the 
ie ba 
i the Atlantic, the chance of its sail­ 
ing safely and successfully under the ice cap was much less. 
Appar­ 
ently the crew didn’t bother to make the comparison. Even a damaged 
diving rudder, discovered after they reached the Arctic ice fields, didn’t 
deter them. They wjen under several times, with the ice cakes crashing 
deafeningly against the sides of the submarine. Their log for the two 
months cruise was a succession of unnerving episodes.

A merchant, he added, is one 
who buys another’s products to sell 
Welker did not buy but raised the 
flowers he «old in Butler, according 
to Mr. Akens, and was therefore not 
a “merchant” and should be exempt 
from license. 
Pointing (Hit that the ordinance 
defined the term “transient retail 
merchant,’ Mr. Akens argued that 
the state legislature already had de­ 
fined such terms, and that the city 
of Butler in passing such an ordi­ 
nance had merely “given the term a 
Butler definition, and then taxed 
it.” 
“We claim the city of Butler 
has no right to do this,” he con- 1 
eluded. 
Mr. Wilson took the position that 
witnesses had shown conclusively 
that Welker was a transient mer­ 
chant. Pointing out that the state 
legislature already had exempted 
those selling their own produce or 
farmers from taxes, the city solicitor 
took the position, however, that 
Welter is not a farmer, as exempted 
by the act, was a horticulturist. As 
such he would be required to take 
out a license as required by the or­ 
dinance, he insisted.

sign painted on the brick wall of 
the city building.

shops, the Ben Franklin 
and the George Washington, will not 
exceed $7,000, and are maintained 
and conducted on a mcst economical 
basis. 
The courses of study vary greatly 
in the different types of schools, and 
range from nine weeks to four years,! 
depending on the kind of school; 
from meager instruction in a gen­ 
eral shop to a full time instructor 
by 
a 
printer-teacher, 
and 
from 
regular periods of one hour a week 
I to thirty hours weekly. The regular- 
i ly scheduled periods in the New Cas­ 
tle school shops average about four 
times a week for eighteen weeks, 
with the exception of the boys who 
prefer the print shop to any other 
shop and who take advantage of 
all the time they can get in it. 
Hand composition is taught in all 
public school print shops, while press 
work is taught in about 70 percent 
of the school shops. 
These are the 
basic operations of the printing in­ 
dustry, and both are taught in the 
New Castle school shops. The prin­ 
ciples of type measurement design, 
harmony, layout, etc. are the same 
in hand and machine composition, 
while make-ready on 
the

press, press feeding, ink manipula­ 
tion, etc. are fundamental practices 
in press work. 
# 
Few people realize the amount of 
printing m aterial needed in a school 
system the size of New Castle. The 
school shops print the school papers 
"The 
Ben 
Franklin" 
and 
"The 
Junior Citizen” every two weeks, the 
"School Board Bulletin” three times 
a year, grade books, booklets, mono­ 
graphs, bulletins, lesson sheets, pro­ 
grams, stationary for the business 
offices, etc., and more than 300 dif­ 
ferent forms th at are in daily use 
in the senior, junior, elementary, 
and trade schools. 
The type for 
these forms is set by hand by stu­ 
dents, but with the most painstak­ 
ing and careful supervision by the 
instructors. This gives the students 
real experience in the basic prin­ 
ciples of {Hint shop practice, 
as 
well as maintaining his interest by 
producing a usable product. 
Very frequently the school shops 
have requests 
to 
do 
commercial 
work, but it is the fixed policy of 
the adm inistration that no work 
be done in the shops except school 
printing. 
The reason for this is ob­ 
vious. 
To enter into competition 
with local printing establishments 
would not only be commercializing 
student labor, but would be doing 
injustice to the New Castle print­ 
ing employer and employee who pay 
taxes to support the schools. 
The school print shops are not 
supposed to be self-supporting any 
more than any other branch of the 
educational curriculum, but they are 
conducted at a minimum of cost to 
the taxpayers, as well as giving the 
best instruction possible to students 
in this most popular subject, 
Printing enters into every phrase 
of life—business, social, and intel­ 
lectual—and even a limited knowl­ 
edge of the subject

to explain how the germ gets to the 
nervous system 
without 
affecting 
any superficial structures. 
Most infections show 
by 
what 
path they enter the body. Typhoid 
fever is conveyed by water or food 
end is absorbed through the diges­ 
tive tract, 
leaving 
inf’ammatory 
patches in the intestines at the poiijt • 
of entrance. Diphtheria is air borne ; 
and the signs of disease are all in the 
air passages. 
But differing 
from 
these, infantile paralysis enters the 
body, passes mysteriously through 
all the outer defenses and attacks 
the nervous system, 
well 
guarded 
and situated deeply inside the body 
structures. 
The theory is that it 
gets in through the nose or throat, 
but nothing certain is known. 
A way to explain the disease is to 
say that the virus has an affinity for 
the nervous system—Just as certain 
chemicals have an affinity for each 
other. It is a very elective affinity 
because the only part of the nervous 
system that is affected are the cen­ 
tral cells of the motor nerves. It is 
their destruction which causes the 
paralysis. 
Paralysis may be caused by dis­ 
ease of many different parts of the 
nervous system. It may be compared 
for purposes of understanding to a 
telephone exchange. 
If your tele­ 
phone will not work it may be be­ 
cause your own house set is out of 
whack—which would correspond to 
disease of the muscle itself. Or it 
may be because the wire from your 
house to the 
local 
exchange 
is 
broken—similar to neuritis, such as 
the victims of “jake” paralysis had. 
Or your local exchange may be de­ 
stroyed by fire—and this is the con­ 
dition in infantile paralysis. A last 
kind of telephone trouble would re­ 
sult from 
the 
control 
exchange 
burning down—which is similar to 
what occurs in the paralysis follow­ 
ing apoplexy. 
Just as if your local telephone ex­ 
change burned, 
central 
exchange 
could not get a call through to your 
house, so in infantile paralysis the 
intermediary motor nerve cell in the 
spinal cord is destroyed 
and 
the 
motor center in the brain cannot get 
a voluntary impulse through to the 
nerve fiber th at goes to the muscle 
controlled by the spinal cord motor 
cell. 
The muscle is all right (until 
later, when it atrophies) end so is 
the nerve fiber and the brain.

Drives An Auto 
fith Only Air 
As Motive Pi 


PROBLEM 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 14.—Roy J. 
Meyers, inventor, drove about Los 
Angeles in an auto propelled by air 
instead of gasoline. 
After six years of research Mey­ 
ers proved to skeptical engineers 
his scheme was practical by driv­ 
ing his auto more than 100 miles 
on a tankful of compressed air. 
A six-cylinder radial type en­ 
gine connected with a tank con­ 
taining 500 pounds of air, fumshed 
motive power. 
Most of the air, which forces 
pistons up and down, is recaptured 
and recompressed by a motor a t­ 
tachment. 
To circumvent cooling of the air 
by decompression, the tank is heat­ 
ed electrically by a generator, also 
attached to the motor. The heat­ 
ing, Meyers pointed out, expands 
the air, increasing the power. 
The car, without gears, ope-ates 
by a valve. Although it was geared 
to a maximum of 35 miles an hour 
today, it can develop much greater 
speeds, he said, 
Meyers hopes to develop an air­ 
plane motor on the same principles. 
The safety factor would increase 
with the use of gasoline obviated, he 
pointed out.

Unfor­ 
tunately the older children are often 
lured to the roadhouses, than which 
there may be few worse places. Wise 
parents provide frequent parties in 
their homes for their children. 
The 4-H clubs have done much 
for the social and creative needs of 
farm youth. I take my hat off to 
the many fine men and women vol­ 
unteering their services as leaders 
of those clubs. Such organisations 
help county adolescents to find self- 
expression and social outlet-and en­ 
courage many farm children not to 
leave the farm for city life.

Milk is the cheapest known human 
food, all things considered, even in 
the city. All the more is this so in 
the country.

Many little children on the farm 
get little sunshine, are rarely out of 
doors. Even to this day, the average 
city child under five gets more fresh 
air and sunshine than his country 
cousin. And most curious of all, tu­ 
berculosis is still more prevalent in 
the country than the city.

In the country as a whole, on the 
other hand, aliens coming in num­ 
bered only 4,090 while those going 
out totaled 9,541, showing a decrease 
rate of only 109 per cent. 
Immigrant aliens coming into the 
State increased from 109 in July to 
185 in August while aliens leaving 
the State for another country in­ 
creased from 413 to 513.

1929, 
when the Kinioeh Mine disaster at 
Parnassus snuffed out 43 lives, has 
a major disaster occurred, according 
to officials of the Department of 
Mines.

In establishing this record of safe­ 
ty. all mine accident records set dur­ 
ing the last thirty-six years were 
shattered At the present rate, fa­ 
talities in the bituminous mines dur­ 
ing 1931 should be well under two 
hundred. 
Last year, two hundred 
and ninety-nine lives were last in 
the soft coal region. This was the 
first time in a normal working year 
that the fatality figures broke un­ 
der the three hundred mark since 
1900 
Coupled with this safety achieve­ 
ment in Pennsylvania’» mining in­ 
dustry Is the unusual fact that in 


over a year, not a single miner has 
been fatally burned in a gas igni­ 
tion. 
At the present rate of accident 
prevention in the soft coai lieids 
of the state, it is believed that over 
500.000 tons of coal per fatality will 
be mined this year—an unusual av­ 
erage in bituminous annals in com­ 
parison with a general average in

fatal accident 
Linked with a recent statement 
by Scott Turner, director of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, this 
record in the coai fields of Penn­ 
sylvania takes on added significance, 
officials said. Turner declared re­ 
cently that the coal mining indus­ 
try in the United States was well on 
its way to a banner year of safety.

Three Former Titan Stars 
Are College Football Coaches 


(Special to The New*.) 
NEW WILMINGTON, Pa., Oct. 14 
—Three former Westminster foot­ 
ball stars are now college coaches. 
TJjey are DeOrmond “Tuss’’ Mc- 
Laughry, head coach of Brown, who 
captained the Westminster grid team 
in 1913 and coached Westminster 
during 1915, 1910, 1918 and 1921 
seasons: Al Wittmer, head coach at 
Princeton, who played halfback on 
the 1916 Titan team and then trans­ 
ferred to Princeton, and John D. 
Lawther, captain of the 1918 and 
1921 grid teams, who is now head 
coach at Westminster. 
It is interesting to note that in 


1915 when Al Wittmer was a half­ 
back at Westminster, *“Tuss’* Mc- 
Laughry was head coach. 
Brown, 
coached by McLaughry, defeated 
Princeton, coached by Wittmer. by a 
19-7 score last Saturday. 
Earl “Miz,f Dart, who plaved a 
tackle on the 1914 and 1915 West­ 
minster teams, is now assistant 
coach of the Titan eleven. 
Dart 
went to Grove City in 191$ where 
he played tackle for the Grovers. 
On this same 1916 Grove City, 
Maude Crum, now head coach of Al­ 
legheny, was a backfield star. Crum 
transferred t© Princeton the next 
year as did Wittmer from Westmin­ 
ster. 


NUMBER TWO 
Knute Rockne always said his 
greatest human football creation w*as 
George Gipp. He developed the Four 
Horsemen and other great stars aft­ 
er Gipp’s time but so far as “Rock’’ 
was concerned there was only one 
Gipp. 
He thought that up to the 
very last. 
On the night of “Rock’s” last game 
—Notre Dame’s artistic victory over 
U. S. C. at Los Angeles last Decem­ 
ber—a triumph that I think “Rock” 
regarded as the greatest football 
achievement of his career, he re­ 
marked to me that “there’ll never be 
another Gipp.” 
Like Rockne, Gipp had lived and 
like Rockne, Gipp had died. Rockne 
died after his greatest game. Gipp 
died a month a^ter completing his 
brilliant gridiron career at Notre 
Dame. Gipp died, like Rockne, cast­ 
ing caution to the winds. 
Gipp had broken his shoulder in 
the Indiana game a few* weeks be­ 
fore but no one knew about It but 
Gipp until several days later. That 
Indiana game was a fine example of 
Rockne's resourcefulness in a pinch 
and the way he could play upon sit­ 
uations. 
Things were breaking fine for Gipp 
and Notre Dame that year, 1920. 
Notre Dame was headed toward a 
national championship with only a 
few “setup” contest left to bar the 
door. 
So we went down to Indianapolis 
one early November Saturday to pile 
up a big score on poor, old Indiana 
and continued on unobstructed with 
cur championship aspirations. 
Even that day Gipp was being 
feasted in the headlines as the 
“brains of the Notre Dame,” and 
“America’s gift to the gridiron,” 
and “the greatest since Heston and 
Thorpe.” 


“If I can’t run this team,” be snort­ 
ed, " I’m not gcing to play.’ And he 
started across the field diagonally 
toward the sidelines. 
As Gipp strode away wtih Brandy 
snarling—or apparently so—at him 
the ball was snapped, Srandv took 
it, passed it to Gipp and Gipp pranc­ 
ed 64 yards to a touchdown.
